Cry of Fire During Children’s 
Mass Stampedes Worship- 
ers in Catholic Edifice 
on West Side. 


BREAK BARS TO RESCUE. 


Iron Grating Torn Out and Vic- 
tims Lifted from Mass of Hu- 
manity Piled at Foot of 
Main Stairway. 


The ory of “fire” in a west elde Italian 
Roman Catholic church yesterday morning 
during a children’s mass resulted in a panio 
in which thirty persons, nearly all of them 
women and children, were injured. 

Father James Gambera was singing the 
service im the Sancta Maria Addolorata 
church, Grand avenue and Peoria street, 
when the alarm came. The church audi- 
torlum is on the second floor, and escaping 
steam from radiators on the first floor wae 
mistaken for smoke. 

Down a flight of eighteen stairs the people 
rushed or fell, shrieking tm terror and plied 
up in a small landing until the layer of etrug- 
gling, groaning humanity was more than 
twenty deep. 


Like Iroquois Stairway. 

It resembled in a email way the death’ 
stairway of the Iroquois theater fire. Most 
of those injured were trampled upon by near- 
ly a hundred persons, who broke through a 
Window at the foot’ of the stairway and 
jumped to the ground ten feet below. Tenor 
fifteen were pulled out unconscious. Many 
others were cut by the broken glass. 

Three mischievous boys were the cause of 
the panic. They slipped into the church and 
loowenied the valves of two steam radiators 
on either side of the main entrance and then 
ran out, letting the steam escape in an as 
cending cloud that boked like smoke to the 
frightened Italians. The police are looking 
for them, 


Quick Work Saves Lives. 

Those who assisted in pulling out from the 
unconscious or struggling massof humanity, 
women, young boys and girls say it wae 
miraculous than none of them were killed. 
It is certain the greater number of them 
woukd have been suffocated had it not been 


-for the prompt rescue measures of three or 


four men who worked with frenzied haste, 
dragging out the women and children first. 

Fortunately others from the outaide broke 
the glass window at the foot of the stairway, 
betting in air, which wee ail that saved the 
lives of those made helpless by their un- 
conscious state or their injuries. ‘ 

All the injured were taken to their hemes, 
some of them in police ambulances, which 
appeared on the scene in. response to an 
alarm sent in by gome of the church officials: 
a few minutes after the panic occurred. 

Half an hour after the panic Father Gam- 


‘bera wae celebrating the third masse of the | 


day, and several of the least seriously in- 
jured lingered in the church to give thanks 
for their safety. 


Panic on Second Floor. 

The church is a brick structure, built for a 
Lutheran church in 1871, in an almoet ex- 
clusive Italian quarter. Tenement houses 
surround it, and little children play around 
it in the muddy streets. 

It has a basement and a first floor and above 
that is the auditorium, which seats 640 peo- 
ple, according to a notice tacked on the wall 
in the rear. The first floor of the church has 
classrooms and other apartments devoted to 
various purposes, and in the vestibule and 
just opposite the main entrance are the two 
steam rad@iators which, after being tampered 
with by the three boys, started the panic. 

On either side of the main entrance is a 
stairway, a little over six feet wide, in .wo 
sections. First ashort stairway, then a long- 
er filght of eighteen stairs running at right 
angles to it with a landing a little less than 
six feet square betweenthem. On thesideof 
each landing next to the wall is a window, 
more than half of which is below the level of 
the floor. 

Fire Cry Stafts Rush. 

Father Gambera had celebrated one mass 
at 8:30 o'clock, and was celebrating the sec- 
ond one at 10:80 o’clock, when his frightened 
parishioners fied down the left stairway in 
fear of their lives. 

The priest had his face to the altar and 
was chanting the credo of the mass, assisted 
by his curate and the altar boys, when there 
came a slight noise of escaping steam. The 
worshipers looked about and saw a thick 
yapor, which they supposed was smoke, 
ascending through the floor near the door 
teading to the right stairway. 

‘‘ Fire! Fire!’’ shouted some woman. 
church is burning!”’ 

Her words were taken up by others anda 
furious scramble for the exit on the left was 
the result. Both exits are marked rather in- 
‘listinctly by card board signs bearing con- 
densed, faded black Jetters, but the congre- 
gation all broke for the left stairway, under 
the impression that the other stairway was 
burning. 

Father Gambera, who had not heard the 
first alarm, paused and came to the center of 
the chancel and shouted in a vain endeavor to 
reassure his frantic flock. 


People Piled Twenty . Deep. 

The people paid no heed to him, but when 
he shouted: “This way! Here is safety!’ 
in his native tongue fifty or sixty of the peo- 
ple ran toward the altar and passed out of 
the church through the sacristy on the left 
into the priest’s house at 150 Grand avenue. 

Charlies Blanda, living at 82 Grand avenue, 
an elderly man, was the first to run down 
the stairs, and kept on through the doorway 
at the bottom of the second and shorter 
flight. His son-in-law, Samuel Vivarito, 
with his 4 year old son Guisippi in his arma, 
came next, and just behind him was Mrs. 
Samuel Vivirito and her sister, Miss Con- 
stantino Blanda. They fell in the narrow 
jlanding at the bottom of the eighteen steps, 
and those who rushed after them piled on 
top of them until they were twenty deep. 
There may have been thirty or there mr~ 
have been fifty piled twenty deep in the nar- 
row pit formed by the stairway in its con- 
junction with the east wall of the church. 

Hasty prayers to Sancta Maria, the patron 
of the church, and appeals for human agsist- 
ance were unheeded by nearly 100 persons, 
who, according to eye witnesses, passed over 
some of the more seriously injured in their 
efforts to escape from the building. 


Boy Proves Real Hero. 

Fred Pedota, a 14 year old altar boy, living 
at 154,Green street, did more to restore order 
am the panic stricken people than any 
one else.

ROOSEVELT GUARD SCARED. 


Paper Bag Flung at Car Looked 
Like Something Else. 


NO BOMB, ONLY SILK FLAG. 


Tribute from Admirer as President 
Leaves Boston Causes Fuss.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 24.—A silk American 
flag in a paper bag isn’t a dangerous missile, 
but when it was thrown at President Roose- 
velt's private car today by a man whose 
enthusiasm made him look wild every one 
of the detectives near the car thought it was. 

‘The bag was well aimed. It went through 
a window and there was a tense and breath- 
less moment while the expected explosion 
was awaited by the scared guards. Detec- 
tives pounced on the middle aged man who 
threw it, but released him and looked sheep- 
ish when some one mustered courage to open 
the bag and draw from it his gift of an 
American flag. 

This was the only exciting incident in the 
president's unofficial visit to Boston, but 
it was fairly thrilling while it lasted. 


Pays a Visit to Groton School. 

President Roosevelt last night was the 
guest of Dr. William Sturgis Bigelow, and he 
breakfasted there today with a few persona! 
friends. These included Gov. Curtis Guild 
Jr., George H. Lyman, collector of the port of 
Boston; Judge Francis C. Lowell of the Unit- 
ed States Circuit court, and Maj. W. Austin 
Wadsworth, who was formerly a staff officer 
in the Philippine islands. 

The early morning was spent at the Bige- 
low home and about 10:30 o'clock the presi- 
dent was driven to the nérth terminal, where 
a special train was waiting to take him to 
Groton to visit his son Kermit, who is at 
school there. Several hundred people were 
grouped along the approaches to the tracks 
when the president appeared and he was 
given a cordial greeting as he passed through 
the station to his car. Mrs. Longworth ar- 
rived before her father and greeted the presi- 
dent from the special car, which, with two 
coaches, made up the train. It was just be- 
fore the train pulled out that the incident of 
the paper bag occurred. 

The train reached Ayre Junction shortly 
before noon. A teacher at the Grotor school 
was waiting with a big six seated Russian 
sleigh, drawn by two fast horses, and as the 
sleighing was excellent, the president and his 
Gaughter had a delightful drive of about 
three miles to the school. At the house 
of Prof. William A. Gardner the visitors were 
received by Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Ethel 
who had remained there over night, by Ker- 


mit Roosevelt, and by the Rev. Endicott Pea- 
body, the principal of the school. 
Little Sermon for the Boys. 

After dinner the party went to the “ Hun- 
dred house,”’ where the president was in- 
froduced to an audience made up of about 
150 students and parents and friends of the 
pupils. The ‘president gave what he was 
pleased to call a “ short sermon to the boys.” 

Among other things Mr. Roosevelt said 
that when he finished his college course 
his friends advised him not to enter the 
governing class, as it consisted mostly 
of an undesirable type of persons, but he 
had told them that he had fully made up his 
mind to take part in the work of govern- 
ment. He resolved, also, he said, to enter 
the cavalry service, so that in cage of trou- 
ble he could do his own fighting, and not 
depend on others to do that for him. 

The president talked a little on the subject 
of football, and told the boys to take ad- 
vantage of their education rightly, and al- 
ways play the game of football fairly. He 
expressed the opinion vigorously that inter- 
collegiate football should by no means be 
abolished. 

“T have given a sermon, though a short 
one,”” concluded the president, “and now 
I wish good luck to all of you.” 

All the Youngsters Meet. Hini. 

The succeeding function of the visit wae 
a reception for all the boys of the school at 
Prof. Gardner's home, where all had an 
opportunity’to personally meet the president. 
Groton is covered with snow, and the cold 
of the last few days had frozen it hard. The 
day was atypical, cold Néw England country 
day, with the snow in abundance every- 
where, and the president often spoke of his 
interest and delight in the winter scene as 
he walked about the school grounds with 
several of his friends. 

The big sleigh took the party back to the 
railroad station. 

‘*Good-by, all,’’ the president said from 
the rear platform as the train started, and 
the cheers of the villagers reached him. The 
return trip to Boston was without incident, 
and later the president's car was coupled to 
the regular Washington express. 

As the train moved out of the south termi- 
nal at 8:02 o’clock the crowd that had as- 
sembled cheered heartily, and the prem@ant 
acknowledged the demonstration by waving 
his arms and bowing. Mr. Roosevelt seemed 
in @ jovial mood, and, indeed, he had shown 
great delight in the meetings at Harvard 
and with old Massachusetts friends during 
his two days’ visit.

HARRIMAN 10 EXPLAIN ALL, 


Will Not Attempt to Evade in 
Interstate Inquiry Today. 


DEFENSE FOR STOCK DEAL. 


Transfer Made to Prevent Keene Pool 
from Getting Control. 


New York, Feb, 24.—[Spectal.)—E. H. Har- 
riman wil! take the stand tomorrow morning 
ag the firet witness in the resumption of the 
interstate commerce commission's investi- 
gation into the so-called Harriman lines 
He is entirely prepared for the examination, 
and, it was said today, will make an exhaus- 
tive and detailed explanation of the financial 
transactions with which he has been con- 
nected as an officer of the Union Pacific. 

Mr. Harriman, it was said today, will not 
attempt to evade any of the inquiries which, 
it has been suggested, the attorneys for the 
conmmiasion might reagonably institute. He 
realizes, it was said, the importancesf mak- 
ing a complete explanation of all matters on 
which the management of the Union Pacific 
syetem and various of its subsidiaries has 
beem criticised. 


Will Explain All Deals. 

Accordingly, it may reasonably be assumed 
that Mr. Harriman will tell more of the 
$50,000,000 Union Pacific preferred syndi- 
cate, in which he gave James Hazen Hyde 
participation, than he disclosed to the life 
insurance committee. 

He will give a detailed account of the Chi- 
cago and Alton transaction and explain how 
it came to pass that full power to make loans 
and purchase securities for the Union Pacific 
was voted to him, attempt to justify the 
tranefer of Southern Pacific stock to William 
Rockefeller, show how he came to sell his 
own holdings in the St. Joseph and Grand 
Island to the Union Pacific, and give his ver- 
sion of all other matters which have been 
the subject of wide public comment, 


Will Defend Rockefeller Deal. 

It appears to be wel established that Mr. 
Harriman will set. up the defense previously 
outlined to “the chargee of improprieties in 
conmmection with the transfer of $30,000,000 
Southern Pacific stock to William Rocke- 
feMer. 

It was to keep the road away from James 
R. Keene, Talbot J. Taylor, and their asso- 
ciates, he will say, and he will contend that | 
it wae better to have the road under his 
control than under that of the Keene pool.

BOY MURDERED IN STRERT 


SEQUEL OF FIGHT IN FRONT OF 
FRUIT STORE OF A GREEK. 


Harry Anderson, 17 Years Old, Is 


Pursued and Shot Down by Harry 
O’Connor, Agata a1, wno After- 


wards Attempts to Fire at Pa- 
lIiceman Whe Arrests Him—Three 
of His Companions Also Are Taken 
Into Custody by Detectives. 


A murder is the latest feature of the fruit 
store evil which the police of the city were 
asked to investigate following a recent case 
in Municipal Judge Sadler’s court at the 
Desplaines street station. 

Harry Anderson, 17 years old, an office boy 
who lived at 536 West Ohio street, was shot 
and almost instantly killed last night by 
Harry O’Connor, 21 years old, 334 Milwaukee 
avenue, one of a gang of youths who loiter in 
front of a Greek fruit store at that number. 
The bullet. passed through Anderson’s left 
lung. 

O'Connor and several companions who wit- 
nessed the murder were arrested by police of 
the est Chicago avenue. station. . Before he 
was overpowered* O’Connor sought to add 
another murder.to his record.by attempting 
to shoot Detective William Sloier, who, with 
his partner, Detective Moirer, witnessed the 
shooting of young Anderson. 


Murder Sequel of a Feud. 


There is said.to have been a long standing 
feud between the youths, several fights hav- 
ing occurred within the last few weeks. In 
all these Anderson is said to have been the 
victor. " 

O’Connor, with Ted Heppe, Herman Smith, 
and a youth named Sullivan, all residents 
of the neighborhood, were standing in front 
of the fruit store of Theodoropulos & Werlos, 
834. Milwaukee avenue, which is below the 
house in which O’Connor rooms, when young 
Anderson was seen to approach. O’Connor 
end the others blocked the sidewalk, and 
when Anderson attempted to pass Sullivan 
is said to have jostied him oif the walk. An- 
derson. resented the attack and ‘closed with 
Sullivan, whom he knocked down. 

When the others attempted to go to Sul- 
livan’s rescue Anderson started to run, but 
O’Connor overtook him, and the two youths 
were soon pommel}ling one another. Ander- 
son waa victorious and escaped before Sul- 
ivan and the others could catch him. 


Pursued and Shot Dead. 


Following the’ fight O’Connor returned to 
his .room:above the fruit store, and, secur- 
ing his revolver, started out with Sullivan 
to find Anderson. They discovered him in 
an alley near Morgan street and M!lwau- 
kee avenue and closed in on him. : 

O’Connor “pointed his revolver at Ander- 
son and fired. Anderson fell, mortally 
wounded. 

O'Connor, Sullivan, and several other 
youths who had accompanied him fled, but 
they were caught te Detectives Sloier and 
Molirer, who had heard the shot.

Mayor Dunne will be indorsed and the 
league followers advised to vote for his re- 
election. 

The platform adopted by the Demo-M. O. 
convention on Saturday will be held up as the 
best ever adopted in Chicago. 

Nothing will be said about Mayor Dunne’s 
running mates on the ticket. They will not 
be indorsed along with the mayor, nor will 
they be condemned unless some enthusiastic 
M. O. advocate breaks away from control and 
has things to say about them. In that case 
there is likely to be a conflict between the 
managere and those of their followers who 
want to nominate an independent ticket for 
these minor offices. It is predicted, should 
such a conflict occur, the managers would 
have their way and no didates for treas- 
urer or clerk would be named. 


Fight for M. 0. Aldermen. 

On the aldermanic situation, however, the 
meeting: will come out strong. The test of 
fitness or unfitnees in a candidate for alder- 
man is whether he is in favor of the traction 
ordinances or would work for M. QO. by the 
condemnation of street car properties meth- 
od advocated in the party platform. It will 
be recommended that league candidates for 
aldermen be efther nominated or indorsed 
in each of the thirty-five wards of the city. 

This, however, does not mean that an inde- 
pendent will be named in every ward. Re- 
nominated outgoing aldermen who voted 
with the mayor on the traction ordinances 
will be indoreed no matter what party they 
belong to. So Ald. Sitts of the Seventeenth 
ward, ‘who expects to run again, will be rec- 
ommended in. spite of the fact that he isa re- 
publican. He voted to sustain the mayor's 
veto and that is all the league asks. So with 
Ald. Harding in the Second ward, if he hap- 
pens to be renominated by therepublicans. 


To Repudiate Some Democrats. 

On the other hand, the long list of demo- 
oratic aldermen, beginning with Ald. Kenna 
in the First ward, including Ald. Scully in 
the Tenth, John Brennan in the Eighteenth, 
John Powers in the Nimetecenth, and so on 
down the line, who voted to pases the or- 
dinances over the veto and will be candi- 
dates, are to be repudiated with all the force 
of fervid rhetoric of which the average M. O. 
advocate is capable. 

Wherever a republican is nominated who 
suits the league he will be indorsed. This 
may happen in some of the democratic wards, 
like the Tenth, Eleventh, and Nineteenth, 


Dunne’s Wishes Are Respected. 

The decision not to nominate an independ- 
ent ticket for city treasurer and city clerk, 
but simply to refuse to indorse John E, 
Traeger and Thomas F. Little, is understood 
to have been the result of the solicitation of 
Mayor Dunne. He is willing enough to have 
the league put up as many candidates for 
aldermen as it wants to, but he would be in 
an awkward position if his M. O. friends were 
fighting the men who are running with him 
on his own ticket. It was to settle this point 
the conferences were held at the Sherman 
house, and the managers of the league agreed 
to let the minor places on the city ticket go 
by default and take no position on them. 
Their first intention was to have candidates 
for treasurer and clerk of their own, but last 
evening it was abandoned, and unless an- 
other change of heart is had before tonight’s 
meeting of the league none will be named. 


Problem for. Politicians. 

Politicians are curious as to the effect this 
knifiig of democratic cardidates for alder- 
men is going to have on the election. It cer- 
tainly introduces.a new element in city poli- 
tics. In formet years the votes which eiect- 
ed democratic mayors came from the big 
flemocratic majorities which Ald. Kenna 
rolled up in the First ward, William Loef- 
fler in the Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh, Ald. 
Brennan in the Eighteenth, Ald. Powers in 
the Nineteenth, and the Caréy-McInerney 
and other forces in the stockyards district. 
Mayor Dunne got the advantage of these ma- 
jorities two years ago, and they made cer- 
tain his election. 

These majorities mean hard work on the 
part of the ward managers and the expen- 
diture of much money. The voters in their 
territory do not register or vote for the pure 
love of the thing. Even if they were patriotic 
enough to do it, places have to be provided 
for many of them to register from. 


Guessing on M. O. Sentiment. 

This year the Independence league, whose 
candidate Mayor Dunne really is and which 
dictated the platform on which he is run- 
ning, will be fighting Ald. Kenna in his 
ward, the candidates Loeffler may nominate 
in his, Ald. Brennan in the Eighteenth, 
Ald. Powers in the Nineteenth, and so on 
fdown the line.

Thig, in effect, is the prediction made yes- 
terday. by members of the Law and Order 
league’s newly organized “‘ vice committee "’ 
in discussing plane for the crusade which 
was inaugurated at a meeting of the league 
oh Saturday. The crusade, according to its 
sponsors, will be the most thorough and in 
many ways the most spectacular reform 
campaign ever attempted in an American 


city. 
“First Steps” in Warfare. 

Among the points of attack outlined by the 
members of the committee as “ first steps” 
are the following: } 

The illegal sele of liquor in disreputable resorts 
end houses of ill repute. 

The use of faring lights and music as attractions 
to these resorts. 

Indecent theatrical performances at dance halls. 

Iewulng of special bar permite to dance hells. 

Use of liquor and attendance at dance halle on 
the part of minors. 

“We shall not try to do everything at 
once,”’ said Arthur Burrage Farwell, secre- 
tary of the Hyde Park Protective associa- 
tion and a member of the committee. “ We 
are going to try to be opportunists, rather 
than idealists, and attack the vice interests 
at their most vulnerable points. Chiefly, 
we are going to try |to ‘head off trouble’ 
by taking things at thefr source. 


Scores Dance Halls. 

“We have plenty of evidence. A, man 
who knows told me the other day that twen- 
ty-five young girls have been offered to the 
keeper of one disreputable resort within the 
last few weeks. In each case these girls were 
led to ruin through the dance halls. 

“There are men who make a business of 
leading girls, step by step, to this condi- 
tion. One of our members secured a house- 
maid from one of the houses of refuge in 
the city. He asked her what had started her 
in the wrong direction. She said that it was 
the dance hall—that mien had given her 
tickets to dances and urged her to go to 
them. 

“*Did you drink there?’ the girl was 
asked. 

“*O, yes,” she said. 

«“* What if you didn’t drink?’ 

“*They wouldn't invite us then.’ 

“There are 60,000 girls a year that go that 
road. And the special bar permits for these 
dance halls are doing more than any other 
one thing to ruin the boys and girls of the 


city. 
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Brigades to Save Boys. 

“The boys’ brigades and other societies 
which we are going to organizegre to keep 
the youngsters from the dance halls. They 
will take the pledge of total abstinence, and 
by their drills and exercises we expect the 
organizatione will increase rapidly.’ 

Other. members of the committee made 
simila tements of the plans of the or- 
ganization. 

The ‘‘ vice Gommittee " Is composed at pres- 
ent of representatives of the eighteen de- 
norminational and reform organizatione af- 
fliated with and comprising the Law and 
Order league. Its membership will be in- 
creased as other organizations join in the 
crusade. 


INSANE, WORTH $600,000; 
-KIDNAPED AND MARRIED. 


Indianapolis Man Carried Away by 
Woman, Who Is Arrested After Long 
Chase. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24.—Elma Dare was 
arrested at Meadville, Pa., tonight, charged 
with kidnaping George Rhodius of this city. 
Rhodius is afflicted with paralytic dementia 
and is worth $600,000. The woman took him 
from this city on Jan. 21 and married him at 
Louisville, Ky., Jam. 22. 

The attorney representing the Rhodius es- 
tate has made vigorous efforts to locate the 
missing couple, but without avail. Rhodius’ 
affairs were brought into court and a guar- 
diam was appointed for his estate, but this 
was contested by other attorneys, claiming 
to represent the missing man. These attor- 
neys produced a power of attorney from 
Rhodius aesigning all of his property to a 
trust company. 

A warrant charging Elma Dare with kid 
neping ‘was issued soon after the couple left 
Indianapolis. It has been charged that a 
conspiracy was on hand to gain possession 
of Rhodtus’ fortune, he having no close rela- 
tions. 

Elma Dare was arrested tonight at the Todd 
sanitarium, Cambridge Springs, by Deputy 
Sheriff Paul Marshall. Rhodius was with 
the woman and the two were traced to Cam- 
bridge Springs by Detective J. P. Harper, 
former police chief of Louisville and em- 
ployed in the case by John W. Claypool of 
Indianapolis, attorney for the Rhodius es- 
tate. 

Half a dozen detectives appeared on the 
scene as soon as the woman was placed 
under arrest, but Deputy Marshall will keep 
her in Meadville until tomorrow. The requi- 
sition will be made for her return to Indian- 
apolis. Detective Harper traced the couple 
first to Markleton, Pa., and then to Cam- 
bridge Springs, where they arrived yester- 
day.

Reassurances of the satisfactory condition 


of Postmaster Busse received yesterday 
made‘ it evident that there would be no 


departure from the program to be carried 
out by delegates elected. The executive com- 
mittee will meet tomorrow afternoon to com- 
plete preparations for the convention, and, 
incidentally, to give leaders a chanceto begin 
framing the slate for minor offices. 


Primaries Record for Dullness. 

In the way of political conteste the primary 
will be about the dyllest im which the party 
ever has engaged. Out of the 838 primary 
districts only about half a dozen will have 
rival delegates. Almost all of the 1,041 dele- 
gates in the city convention and the 1,046 
delegates in the county convention will be 
named by ward leaders and elected by gen- 


eral consent. 
So peaceful is the republican situation that 


in the few instances in which rivalry for the 


nominations has developed, there will be no 
general attempt to capturedelegates. Slated 
delegatea will be elected and rivalries left 
to leaders to settle in caucus. After that 
delegates will vote as they are commanded. 

As am illustration, Ald. Badenoch of the 
Thirty-seconaé ward, and Gen. B. C. Young 
want the nomination for the treasurership. 
But they will not fight to capture ward dele- 
gations. In the same way W. H. McSurely 
and John F. Holland out in Hyde Park are 
aspirants for the nomination for Superior 
court judge to succeed the late Joseph E. 

But they are content to allow organ- 
ization delegates to be elected. Then claims 
of all aspirants will be sifted by the caucus. 
Thomas Taylor Jr., is regarded as having 
the best chance for the judicial vacancy.

Interest in Badenoch’s Movements. 

Out in Englewood movements of Ald. 
Badenoch today will be watched with much 
interest. In the last week the alderman has 
assured south side leaders he tmtended to 
make no fight for control of the ward. He 
frankly confessed himself a candidate for 
the treasurership nomination, and said he 
wanted the good will of leaders, without 
which he could not expect consideration. 

It was with much surprise, therefore, that 
evidence of opposition to the organization 
ticket by Badenoch supporters became 
known on Saturday.

BOY WHO ELOPED WITH MOTHER’S 
MAID FORGIVEN AT FUNERAL, 


Death of Sister as Result of New York 
Central Wreck Brings About Recon- 
siliation of John Alston Moorhead 
and His Father—Former Yale Half 
Back’s French Bride Also Taken 
Back Inte Rich Pittsburg Family.

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WILLEND GREEK SLAVERY 


GOVERNMENT TO PUT STOP TO 
PADRONE SYSTEM. 


Many Boys Brought te United States 
te Werk in Shoe Shining Shops and 
Held in Virtual Bondage in Large 
Cities—Athens Authorities Expect- 
ed to Lend Aid toe Check Trafiic, 
Which Is Depopulating Country of 
Its Youth. 


‘Washington, D. C., Feb. 24—[Special ]—A 
determined effort is about to be made by the 
federal government to break up the opera- 
tions of certain padrones who for several 
years have been engaged in the traffic of im- 
porting Greek boys, who are held for long 
periods in what amounts to absolute slavery. 
The governors of several states, the mayors 
of many large cities, and other persons have 
filed complaints with the secretary of com- 
merce and labor that has resulted in an order 
calling for a thorough investigation of the 
padrone system with special reference to the 
importation of Greek boys. 


Special Agents at Work. 

Special agents of the department are al- 
ready at work in New York under the direo- 
tion of Alchibiades Seraphic, a Greek in- 
gpector at ports in Florida where aliens are 
admitted. 

In the movement just started by the federal 
authorities to break up this traffic the good 
offices of the Greek government have been 
enlisted and the foreign office at Athens has 
given assurances that everything will be 
done at that end to prevent the shipment of 
Greek children to the United States... It ts 
understood that the Greek government may 
even go further, in consequence of the steady 
irnrroads upon the population of the country 
by migration, and refuse to issue passports 
to subjects who give America as their des- 
Ptination. 

Practically Held in Bondage. 
Information has been in the hands of the 
commissioner general of immigration for a 
long time that Greek boys, many of them 
of tender age, employed in boot and sho« 
shining shops and in other places, were prac- 
tically held in bondage. Efforts have been 
made repeatedly to secure evidence to this 
effect, but officials heretofore have failed in 
the steps taken in this direction. That pa- 
drones are engaged in the business of im- 
porting Greek boys and that boys come here 
under contracts generally made with their 
parents is known as a matter of fact, but it 
has been found to be almost impossible to 
secure positive evidence on this point.

ARCHBISHOP OF PARIS WILL NOT 
YIELD, IT IS SAID. 


Papal Representative, According to 
Clerical Organs, will Remain 
Steadfast in Controversy Over New 
Measure for Separation of Civic and 
Religious Establishments—Premier 
Clemenceau Asserts Nothing Terri- 
ble Will Happen. 


PARIS, Feb. 24.—The clerical organs unite 
in declaring that Cardinal Richard, arch- 
bishop of Paris, will not submit to the new 
proposal of the government regarding church 
leases. Their Rome dispatches categorically 
insist that Pope Pius is resolved to maintain 
integrally .the original text offered by the 
French episcopate, and to refuse even to dis- 
cuss the government's exceptions relative 
to the liability of Paris priests for the keep- 
ing up of churches and the exclusion of for- 
eign priests. Whether these inspired state- 
ments are only part of the diplomatic game 
remains to be seen. 


Light on Lease Controversy. 
Premier Clemenceau now admits frankly 


that so far as he is concerned he never ex- 
pected the church to accept the conditions 
as to leases, but he says that Minister of 
Bdaucation Briand did, and that the cabinet 
unanimously accorded him a chance to con- 
clude the negotiations upon the terms stated,

IN HEROIC ROLES 


Two Women Refuse to Leave 
_ Third Is Taken. 


MAID’S COURAGE SUPERB. 


‘Last to Be Taken Alive from Ship 


Witness Scenes of Anguish 
| and Horror. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


The heroism of rescued and rescuers alike 
shows brighter. in every descriptive line that 
comes from the Hook of Holland of the three 
women who were left until the last two re- 
mained rather than abandon the.third, Mrs, 
Wenneberg, who was distraught from having 
seen her husband swept to death before her 
eyes and having her baby die in her arms, 
and who was also physically disabled by a 
dislocated arm. - She be Miss Thiele 
and her 16 year ol4 maid, Minna Ripler, not 
to- leave her, s0 Miss Thiele and the girl re~- 
mained to give what comfort they could to 
their friend and mistress. The maid servant 
. showed. her fine courage. 

“ Take the other two first. I am better off 
than they and I don’t mind if I am not 
saved if they ,* gaid the girl, who alone 
of the three women was able to speak sensi- 
bly to the brave Dutchman, Sperling, when 
he reached them. All three, however, were 
saved. Their lips were cut and bleeding, 
their faces frostbitten and bruised, and their 
clothes almost torn from their bodies. 


Little Life in Survivors. 


These seemed but little life im them. BEven 
mow Mrs. Wenmeberg, realizing the loss 
of her husband and child, seems not to 
care whether she lives or diea Mise Thiele 
has relapsed into delirtum, reiterating, “ The 
sea is coming over us!’’ but the little maid 
servant is recovering. She has seen some 
of her relatives for a few minutes, and given 
a short account of her last hours on the 
wreck. She said: 

“at the end we did not want to live, only to 
die. Hope had gone completely.” 

From the words of other survivors, who 
now are able to give some account of. what 
they saw and felt, is possible to picture 
in a way the horrors of those awful hours. 
They describe how men and women were 
dashed up and down the deck like pieces of 
cork. Some were caught im the tackle and 
hammered to a pulp. The women, some of 
whom subsequently were saved, were being 
knocked all over the deck by the big seaa, 
sometimes being carried forward and again 
pitched with e thud egainst the woodwork. 
Within a few minutes several were stripped 
of their clothes and their naked forms were 
lashed by the waves. 

Quarrel in Face of Death. 


One passenger, a Liverpool man of the 
name of Young, had a quarrel with a French- 
man in the faceofdeath. He got to the deck, 
where the best shelter was afforded, and a 
Frenchman called out, asking him to give 
place for a woman. Young moved, and the 
Frenchman took his place. Violent words 
followed, ending with Young slapping the 
Frenchman's face and threatening to throw 
him overboard. 

A woman describes her hunger as being so 
intense that she was obliged to have some- 
thing in her mouth. So she ate some paper, 
and for a drink tried to catch sleet, snow, and 
raindrops. One of the stewards tells how 
the German women kept together in a little 
knot, taking quarter hour turns In sitting in 
each other’s laps for warmth. He saw one 
old man washed overboard. Then a great 
wave dashed him back on deck, headfirst, 
and the top of his @ekull literally was sliced 
off. Some of the people were killed by wreck- 
age that was carried back by waves, striking 
like great spears.

Newton Center, 
former pastor of the Baptist Memorial church 
of Chicago, who recently had. been active in 
the Congo agitation, was found this morning 
beside -the Boston and Albany tracks by a 
gang of workmen. The skull was fractured, 
both arms broken, the legs cut off, and the 
clovhing torn to shreds... The body was 
frozen,- showing. it had lain in the open air 
for several hours, Identification was by 
means of letters and a memorandgum book in 
ube clothing. 


Missing from Home Eighteen Hours. 

The Rev. Mr. Burr had been missing fram 
his home for eighteen hours. Although some 
of his friends believe he may have become 
mentally unbalanced and wandered en tothe 
tracks, members of his family think death 
was caused by falling from a train while on 
his way to New York. 

For.the last three months Dr. Burr had 
been engaged actively in work for the Congo 
Relief association, which necessitated mak- 
ing frequent trips to New York. Relatives 
belleve he must have gone to Boston yester- 
day afternoon and received a hurry call to 
New York. 

Body Dragged 400 Feet. 

Charles 8S. Knight, medical examiner, 
stated that the Rev. Mr. Burr undoubtedly 
had fallen from a moving train while passing 
from one car to another. He is of the opinion 
that his clothing had been caught by some 
portioh of the train and the body dragged 
over the ties for about 400 feet, judging from 
the blood on the sleepers. 

The Rev. Everett D. Burr was one of the 
best known clergymen of the Baptist denomi- 
nation in Massachusetts.

Breaks Bars to Rescue. 


Antonio Lupo, a storekeeper across the 
street at 147 Grand avenue, was the first one 
outside the edifice to discover the panic. 
Bland@a had rushed across the street and 
informed him of it, and the shattered glass 
window at the foot of the stairway that 
was piled high with people told Lupo where 
he could be of assistance. 

This window. had been broken, partly by 
accident and partly by design, by the first 
of those who were crowded against it by 
the pushing, scrambling persons above 
them. It afforded no exit, however, for the 
iron grating in front of it was an ‘effectual 
bar. 

‘‘*A hatchet! A hatchet!” yelled. Lupo, 
making frantic efforts to pull away the bars 
with his bare hands. His son Paul brought 
him the tmplement in a moment. 

As soon as the bars were broken the under- 
most of the pile of persons who filled the 
stairway nearly to the top were lifted ouf 
one at a time, and painfully, for the exit 
was small and the people above it were 
packed tightly. 


Unconscious Victims Taken Out. 

Mrs. Samuel Vivirita was the first uncon- 
scious form to be lifted through the jagged 
aperture. After her came her husband, also 
unconscious, and her sister, Miss Constan- 
tina Blanda. 

All were taken across the street to the 
Banca Lupo, which also is a drug store. 
The place of business was locked, but 
young Lupo with his ready hatchet and 
careless of expenses smashed in the plate 
glass panel of the door and unlocked it from 
the inside. 

Dr. Joseph Demini of 186 North Green 
street and Dr. Brinkerhoff gave first aid to 
the injured, and later the police physician 
on one of the ambulances assisted them.

Victim Relates Experience. 

Samuel Vivirita, with his head bandaged 
to protect a long. jagged cut, and with his 
wife and sister in bed suffering from their 
injuries, related his experience at his resi- 
dence, 82 Grand avenue. 

“Some one.” said he, “shouted fire. I 
think it wasa woman. Wecould see what we 
thought was smoke coming up through the 
floor, and thought we'd better get out, for 
a fire in the church would sweep everything. 
We were in the rear of the church. I had 
my little boy, Giuseppi, in my arms, afid my 
wife and her sister were just me. 

“We hurried downstairs, amd would have 
gotten out like my father-in-law did, but the 
people behind us knocked us down. I re- 
member putting out my arms to protect my 
boy ae'I fell. I knew nothing more until I 
found myself home with my little boy bend- 
ing over me. He did not get a scratch.”

ASKS HIGH COURT'S GUARD 


JOHN ARMSTRONG CHANLER TO 
APPEAL TO U. 8S. BENCH. 


Petition to Be Filed Teday Ordering 
Authorities of New York, Maryland, 
Delaware, Penusylvania, New Jer- 
sey, and District of Columbia Net te 
Molest Him on Trip toe :Gotham— 
Plot Charged te Brothers and Stan- 
ford White in Lunacy Case. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.J—A 
most extraordinary petition is to be present- 
ed to the Supreme court tomorrow by James 
M. Dohan of Philadelphia, counsel for John 
Armstrong Chaniler, former husband of 
Amelie Rives, the authoress. It will ask 
permission of the court to file an application 
for a writ of prohibition against the authori- 
ties of New Work, Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and the District 
of Columbia, enjoining them from molesting 
or arresting Chanler while going to New 
York and returning to his home tn North 
Carolina. Chanier wishes to go to New 
York to appear in a suit which he has in- 
stituted to recover possession of his estate. 
valued at $1,000,000. The property was 
placed in the hands of Thomas T. Sherman 
as guardian when Chanler was adjudged in- 
sane in 1897. 

Chanler was sent to Bloomingdale about 
ten years ago on an order signed by Judge 
Gildersleeve of the New York Supreme court, 
declaring him a dangerous lunatic. He es- 
caped in 1899, and went to Virginia, where “‘a 
neighbor” subsequently instituted similar 
proceedings, but the judge in the latter state 
found him sane and dismissed the suit. 


Charges Plot by Brothers. 

In his affidavit accompanying the petition 
Chanler makes oath that he fs not and has 
not been insane, that his incarceration in the 
Bloomingdale asylum was the result of a 
conspiracy on the part of Winthrop Astor 
Chanler and Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler. his 
brothers, whom he charges with perjury in 
donnection with these proceedings: that the 
first named has a pecunfary interest in keep- 
ing the petitioner locked up, that his income 
would be seriously curtailed through the loss 
of legal fees for which the petitioner's estate 
has been mulcted, and'that the brother would 
“suffer the loss of prestige which he now 
enjoys in the financial world by reason of his 
control (illegal as it be) over the plaintiff's 
property in New York and North Carolina.”’ 


Stanford White Also Accused. 


It is further charged that as a part of that 
conspiracy the late Stanford White, on the 
pretext that the petitioner’s presence in New 
York was desired “solely and exclusively 
for convivial purposes,’’ lured him to that 
city “for the purpose of giving the Supreme 
court of that state ostensible and colorable 
jurisdiction over the plaintiff’s person and 
of falsely, fraudulently, and unlawfully in- 
ducing and enabling said Supreme court to 
arrest and imprison the plaintiff ’ as an in- 
sane person. 

Chanier asserts that as.he was then a citi- 
zen of Virginia, the New York court had no 
jurisdiction over him and that the order was 
further illegal in that he had no opportunity 
to appear, was not notified that proceedings 
were pending, and that his commitment was 
almost entirely on the testimony of Drs. Starr

GENERAL GRANT TO SEE TAFT. 


Army Chief in Washington to Explain 
Remarks Alleged to Have Refiect- 
ed on the President.

Gen. Frederick Dent Grant, command- 
er of the department of the east, arrived in 
Washington this evening. It is expected he 
will go to the war department tomorrow and 
explain to Secretary Taft the remarks he 
made in Philadelphia on Friday evening 
which seemed to reflect upon President 
Roosevelt.

STATE RIGHTS, 

‘President Roosevelt covered a wide 
range in his talk to the Harvard students. 
He began with athletics, which he holds 
in high esteem, and ended with state 
rights, of which he has not apn exalted 
opinion. . His criticism of them, or of the 
use to which they are occasionally put, 


persons who think they see symptoms of 
a deliberate movement in the direction of 
a centralized government and the abase- 
ment of the states. 

There is more or less truth in the presi- 
dent’s statement that the men who say 
that the general government cannot, with- 
out a violation of state rights, carry out 
the “proper and adequate supervision ”’ 
of corporations Mr. Roosevelt thinks is 
needed are unwilling that corporations 
should be supervised properly by any 
agency. He about hits the mark also 
when he says these men are powerless 
to outline any plan of constructive states- 
manship which shall give relief. Unques-' 
tionably it is often the case that the bene- 
ficiary of corporate abuses or his hired 
advocate can find no other argument 
against national action to end the abuses 
than that it would be unconstitutional be- 
cause an infringement on the reserved 
rights of the states. 

Nevertheless, the states have rights 
which the national government is obliged 
to respect. The president admits they 
have rights and says “they should be 
preserved when they mean the people’s 
rights, but not when they mean the peo- 
ple’s wrongs—not when they stand for. 
wrong or oppression of any kind or for 
national weakness or impotence at home 
or abroad.” This is a statement of the 
case which will appeal strongly to many, 
but it ig to the constitution that one must 
turn finally to ascertain what the na- 
tional government and the state govern- 
ments can or cannot do. If the inter- 
preter of that instrument, the Supreme 
court, shall say that some abuse, tolerated 
by a state, is outside the jurisdiction of 
the nationa] government it must submit. 

The licensing by the national govern- 
ment of &tate corporations manufacturing 
articles that enter into interstate com- 
merce has’ been proposed. The object 
would be to secure the “proper and ade- 
quate control” of the corporations. There 
aré those who oppose the measure as un- 
constitutional. Some of Its opponents may 
not believe what they say, but others do. 
DPndless argument will not settle the con- 
troversy, Assertions that the states lack 
the power or the inelination to attend to 
the matter properly will not settle it. The 
only way to settle such a question would 
be to enact a law and see what the Su- 
preme court thought of it from the purely 
constitutional point of view. 

The men who say there jis an effort to 
strip the states of ‘righty need no 
be alarmed. Théy will have the aid -o 
the Supreme court in defeating ‘such ef- 
forts if they shall ‘be made. In the past, 
when the federal government has at- 
tempted to exert a power that the court 
did not believe {it had, ft has staid the 
hand of the government, no matter how 
excellent: the motives by which it was 
actuated. 


THE SPECIAL JURY BILL. 

The special jury bill has been favorably 
reported to the house of representatives at 
Springfield. Those who have read and 
considered it see in it a solution of some 
of the difficulties which make jury trials 
| protracted, with resulting expense to the 
county in which they may occur and em- 
barrassment to busy men who may be 
drawn for jury service. 

It the name “special jury bill” is a 


bil? it should be explained that the pur- 
pose of the bill is simply to cause some 
of the preliminary questioning of jurors 
to be done before a case is called for trial. 
Instead of taking up the time of the court 
and of the first jurors chosen with ascer- 
taining that many ont of a panel of a 
hundred men are fneligible or undesirable, 
this work’ will be done beforehand. The 
process of selection will be performed 
without regard to any particular case or 
class of ‘cases' and therefore will be more 
free from special influences than if left 
till the case is called. The names of all 
who are legally disqualified or exempt will 
be dropped. This must be done sooner or 
4 later: why not sooner, thus saving court 
and lawyers much trouble. 

This {s simply an application of the 
same business principle which leads a 
merchant to refrain from sending out 
goods which he knows will be rejected as 
soon as inspected, or a teacher to refrain 
from urging for promotion pupils who are 
unprepared for examination. Common 
sense and legal procedure are not wholly 
incompatible. 


A BILLION DOLLAR SESSION. 

A few years ago, when it was shown 
that the appropriations of a congress ag- 
gregated a billion dollars, a prominent 
statesman replied to criticism with the 
words, “ This'is a billion dollar country.” 
The same remark with fts total increased 
may be repeated now, when attention is 
ealled to the fact that the appropriations 
made or likely to be made by the second 
session of the present congress will total 
more than a billion dollars. We have be- 
come used to the notion of a “billion dol- 
lar congress,” but for the first time in 
history we now. have that. large amount 
appropriated during a siugle session.

Those who spend other peo- 
ple’s money, aS congressmen do, are sel- 
dom disturbed over the possibility of a 
deficit. Unless severe financial storms 
strike the country we are quite likely to 
become accustomed speedily to the idea of 
billion dollar sessions.

An occasional advance note from the 
haberdasher or tailor Indicates the pres- 
ence of the annual attempt to add some- 
thing of brightness and color to the ordl- 
nary somber dress of the male sex in this 
country. Now and then some ¢hardy in- 
dividual tries to break away from the 
chains of conventionality which bind man- 
kind fast. But his effort fails, because 
he is unable to. get a following. 

The artist pictures men of another age 
clothed in bright colored garments which 
appeal to the lover of the striking. Then 
some one laments the unwillingness of men 
of the present day to put on such brilliant 
costumes and suggests how much life 
would be brightened if there were more 
distinction in dress. But it all comes to 
naught. Men stick to the conventional 
and buy garments of utility regardless of_ 
picturesqueness. 

The truth is that men are slaves to fear 
when it comes to the subject of clothes. 
They do not like to appear odd in dress. 
They shun anything that will mark them 
as different from the ordinary. There may 
be slight concession in the way of bright 
colored neckties or odd waistcoats, but 
that is about the limit of daring. There 
are few who can afford to risk a reputa- 
tion of being “loud” in dress. A Harry 
Lehr may startle European courts or a 
Mark Twain may appear in a white even- 
ing suit, but the every day ordinary folk 
shun such conspicuity. 

‘An American traveler abroad {s often 
pleased with the bright colors which are 
worn by the natives of the. countries he 
visits. He may imagine a time when the 
number of immigrants from such countries 
may have influence in lending color to the 
dress of American men. But he quickly 
notes how the immigrant lays aside his 
distinctive garments when he comes to 
America, being unwilling to have himself 
marked for ridicule or for comment as 
something different from the men he meets 
in his daily life.

According to the 
‘‘Almanach de Gotha,’ the * late Prince 
Montenuovo was born at Parma, a little over 
two months after the death at St. Helena 
of Marie Louise’s husband, Napoleon lL, 
that is to say, before the news of his demise 
coula have reached Europe. Indeed, it was 
not until a year later—that is to say, in 1822— 
that the empress and Count Neipperg saw fit 
to legalize their relations by a morganatio 
marriage. 

It wae im consequence of these circum- 
stances in connection with the date of the 
birth of the boy of the empress and of her 


play, 


of the most ancient and illustrious houses of 
the German empire, absolutely refused to 
permit the child to bear their time honored 
patronymic, which they hold as equal in an- 
tiquity and purity of descent to that of the 
Hapsburgs. They even went so far as to 
bluntly intimate to old Emperor French that 
he would do well to provide a family name for 
his daughter’s child instead of attempting to 
foist it upon them. 

The emperor adopted their suggestion with- 
out comment, and with a certain grim and 
sardonic humor invested his grandson with 
the name and title of a Count Montenuovo, 
which is nothing more nor less than the 
Italian translation of the word “ Neipperg,”’ 
derived from. Neu-berg (New Mountain).

William of Montenuovo proved himself 
fully worthy of the favor of his imperial 
grandfather, to whom he was infinitely more 
attached than to his mother, the latter hav- 
ing as little maternal as moral instinct. He 
was seldom at Parma, especially when after 
the death of his father, Count Adam Neip- 
, pers, in 1829, his mother married anottier 
of her chamberlains, Count Charlea Bom- 
belles, whose son, by the bye, accompanied 
Emperor Maximilian to Mexico, and subse- 
quently acted as master of the hgusehold to 
Crown Prince Rudolph. Young Montenuovo 
greatly distinguished himself in the wars of 
1849 and 1858, narrowly escaping being taken 
prisoner at the battle of Solferino by the 
French, over whom hig mother had reigned 
for seven years. 

The present emperor advanced him to the 
rank of prince, and he was the life and soul 
of the court of Vienna until he suddenly be- 
came ingane. His lunacy took the form of 
a species of mania on the subject of music. 
His rooms in the great lunatic asylum at 
Doebling, furnished with the utmost com- 
fort and luxury, were crowded with all kinds 


every day throughout the entire term of his 
twenty years’ confinement, leading virtuos! 
were summoned, at considerable expense, to 
play and sing for his entertainment. 

That he should have thus died in a species 
of gilded captivity is all the more remarkable 
when it is remembered that his half brother, 
Napoleon Il., in whose favor the great em- 
peror abdicated at Fontainebleau, and whose 
memory is preserved in so many beautiful 
paintings as the king of Rome—the “‘ Aig- 
ton,”” indeed, of Sardou’s popular drama— 
died likewise In a similar gilded confinement 
at. the palace of Schoenbrunn, where he was 
to all intents and purposes a state prisoner, 
efter both his healthand mind had given way 
to melancholia consequent upon his captivity.

The late Prince Montenuovo left a son, the 
present grand master of the court of Vienna. 
He is an extremely handsome man, bearing a 
striking resemblance to Wmpress Marie 
Louise, but no likeness at all to his grand- 
father, old Count Adam’ Neipperg, or to his 
great grandfather, Emperor Francis. Count 


during his lifetime of béing quite the home- 
liest anan of the Austrian army. One eyed. 
broken nose, completely bald, and bow 
legged, besides being exceedingly brusque in 
speech and surly in character, he seemed to 
Emperor Francis to be just the man of all 
others most suited to act as chamberlain and 
principal mentor and adviser to his fickle and 
flighty daughter, Archduchess Marie Louise, 
empress of the French. 

There could be no danger, he felt sure, of 
her ever falling in love with such a monster 
of ugliness. But in this he was mistaken, 
and as long as he lived he had before him 
his grandson, the late Prince Montenuovo, 
to remind him that emperors, no matter how 
“ apostolic ’’’ their “‘ majesty,’’ are no more 
infallible than other mortals in their jJudg- 
ment of feminine character. 

The present Prince Montenuovo is a prom!- 
nent figure on the Europeanturf. Not only 
does he own @ racing stable himself, but hie 
wife, a Countess Kinsky -by birth, also 
possessed until a short time ago an inde- 
pendent stud of her own, and not infrequently 
the colors of the wife were to be seen matched 
against those of the husband. The prince has 
likewise been Président of the jockey club 
of Vienna, and as euch has come prominently 
before the sporting world in his endeavor to 
purify the Austrian and Hungarian turf from 
those scandals by which it has sometimes 
veen disgraced. 

By virtue of his office, of his vast wealth, 
and of his recognition as a kinsman of the 
imperial family, he is today one of the great- 
est powers in Austrian and Hungariaa so- 
ciety, and it is certainly an irony of fate that 
whereas the father at his birth was consid- 
ered unworthy to bear even the name of one 
of the noble families of the land, the son 
should now have become the acknowledged 
leader of the most exclusive aristocracy in 
the world, and the arbiter of the claims of 
the members of the various old houses of the 
proudest patriciate of Europe to appear at 
eourt. 

> 

Alfred Montenuovo officiated for the first 
time as grand master of the court at thastate 
ball given at Vienna just before the beginning 
of Lent by the emperor, and at which her- 
ic@ was represented by the members of her 
embassy, and by Mrs. Charles Marshall and 
Mrs. Edward Moore Robinson, both of New 
York. It was the first court ball in near half 
a century that one or another member of the 
Strauss dynasty did not figure as conductor 
of the imperial orchestra. The fact of the 
matter is that the present representatives of 
the Strauss family have become involved in 
so many financial difficulties of one kind and 
another as to render the retention of their 
office as chief of the imperial orchestra im- 
possible, and a successor has been appointed 
in the person of M. Ziehrer. 

It must thoroughly be understood that 
Prince Montenuovo is at the head of the fm- 
perial household not alone at Vienna but 
also im Hungary—is the chief, in one word, of 
an administration which comprises several] 
thousand persons, including a number of 
ladies of rank, and he wields an immense 
amount of power.

The other great dignitaries of the court of 
Vienna are Baron Gudenus, who is the grand 
chamberlain; Count Cziraky, who is the 
grand marshal; and Count Ferdinand Kin- 
sky, who is grand master of the horse, and a 
brother of Princess Montenuovo. His wife, 
Countess Ferdinand Kinsky, born as 
Princess Agile Auersperg, and brought 
up at court by the late empress, with the lat- 
ter’s favorite daughter, Archduchess Marie 
Valerie, as a sort of foster sister of the latter, 
One of her brothers, Francis Auers- 
perg, makes his home in New York, and is 
married to Miss Florence Hazard of Shrews- 
bury, N. J, daughter of the rich sauce manu- 
facturer of that name. Prince Francis was 
torced by financial troubles in Austria to set- 
tle im America, where he has studied and 
obtained his diploma as a doctor of medicine,

The interior department discovered that 
there had been conveyed to the United States 
by F. A. Hyde, and John A. Benson, and F. 
A. Hyde -& Co. imperfect titles covering 
about 200,000 acres of school lannds within 
forest reserves alleged to have been fraudu- 
lently obtained from the states of California 
and Oregon, 

Under the provisions of the Carter amend- 
ment, the commissioner of the general land 
office would, be required, merely upon appli- 
cation of t © grantors, to restore to them 
the imperfect or fraudulent titles to sthool 
lands which had been conveyed to the United 
States, in liew of which the grantore had 
secured patents for public lands outside of 
forest reserves. 


Indicted Men Would Profit. 

Hyde and Benson now stand indicted for 
alleg~ed land frauds. If the amendment had 
been enacted the imperfect titles would have 
to be restored to them—and this: without any 
consideration whatever being given to inno~- 
cent purchasers of lands embraced in selec- 
tions based upon these imperfect titles. 

Secretary Hitchcock pointed out if there 
were any persons entitled to equitable con- 
sideration by congress they were innocent 
purchasers of selected lands and not per- 
sons who perpetrated frauds and who al- 
ready had been paid full price for the lands. 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota called the at- 
tention of the public lands committee to the 
effect of the Carter amendment. It was not 
adopted for report to the senate. 

So far as Senator Warren is concerned his 
energies this winter have been devoted most- 
ly to replying to charges Secretary Hitchcock 
has filed against him with the president. 
There is reason to believe the president has 
acted in this case, finding there was no justi- 
fication for the charges. Senator Warren is 
jubilant over the outcome, believing he has 
secured a thorough vindication.

Harry B.:Kaaéd of the Northwest Skating 
club won the title of Illinois state champion 
at the Logan Square rink yesterday by win- 
ning every championship event with the ex- 
ception of the 220 yard dash, in which he 
finished second to William D. Foy of the 
same organization.

Manager Flath decided 
as he had postponed the finals of the cham- 
pionships from Thursday night to give An 
Gerson-time to arrive here from Pittsburg it 
would be unwise to postpone the races again, 
as he feared there would be no more ice this 
season. 


Course in Bad Condition, 


The course was in a sloppy condition, and 
tumbles were frequent. William Foy, whose 
specialty is short dashes, had a worthy op- 
ponent in Kaad in the 220 sprint. It was 
more like a running race than a skating 
event, Foy and Kaad fighting for the lead 
from the start. In a whirlwind finish Foy 
managed to beat his opponent by a few 
inches to the tape in :25. Arick Bowles fin- 
ished third, three yards behind Kaad. 

In the quarter mile Kaad, Foy, and Harry 
Rhodde were the real contenders, the other 
five starters being in a bunch ten yards in 
the rear. The leaders kept within a few 
feet of each other until the last hundred 
yards, when Kaad shot to the front and 
kept this position to the finish. Foy and 
Rhodde put up a good fight for second-place, 
and the Northwest skater finished in front 
of the Sleipner man by a small margin. 

Keaad was again a winner in the half mile 
championship, defeating his rival, Rhodde, 
by fifteen yards. Eric Paulsen and Foy 
collided on the sixth lap, but the former got 
on his feet again and gamely reached the 
bunch, and when the sprint came he fin- 
ished third. The time, 2:06, is good, consid- 
ering the condition of the course. 

The mile was a loafing match for nine laps.

MADBEN FOE OF BOOKMAKING. 


Kentucky Turfman Enlarges on His 
Views—Says Turfmen Should 
: Join the Reformers. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—John E. Mad- 
den, the .moted turfman of Lexington, does not 
approve of the tactics pursued in certain quarters 
to check the tide of state legislation against book- 
makers and poolrooms. Racing, he declared to- 
night, is not in danger. He gays: “‘ It would bea 
better policy to have it stated, ‘ Bookmaking is in 
danger,’ for I believe it is not essential to the 
game. 

‘* With bookmaking wiped out of existence, race- 
tracks still will thrive through the intense love of 
the sport on the part of the public. Raise the 
admission fee, make music, for instance, a more 
attractive feature than heretofore, and the days of 
bookmaking will be forgotten. 

‘* This example would tend to encourage racing 
in those states in which bookmaking has beén 
abolished and would induce other states to do like- 
wise. The Readville Trotting association gave a 
meeting last year without bookmaking and pool 
ae and cleared a profit of $5,000 on the meet- 
ng. 

“ Kentucky is wise in having formed a racing 
ccmmission to allot dates of meetings and admin- 
ister laws of racing. This will work for good. 

‘* The reform wave that is sweeping the country 

demands in no uncertain terms the abolishing of 
bookmaking, and those states that have not made 
the move in this direction only delay the Inevitable 
and stand at a disadvantage. Would it not be 
wise for the breeders of Kentucky and to the best 
interests of racing to demand the repeal of book- 
making in this state without further delay, and 
inetead of opposing it go hand tn hand with the 
reformer, who will not be checked? In bringing 
about the reform I do not believe any fair minded 
man objects to racing in itself, but only to the 
gambling side of it as practiced on modern race- 
tracks. 
‘A healthy sport has been attacked In order to 
kill vice, and to save this sport state should 
assist In exterminating objectiofiabie features. 
When this is brought about I am sure reformers 
al! over the country will be content, and if ‘ this 
be their happiness, let them be happy.’ 

‘* am sure no man wishes to destroy the industry 
of breeding thoroughbreds. He would be an enemy 
to this country.*’

This inspection of fresh meats was an absolute bar 
to the conversion of diseased meats into food. The 
meat inspection act of June 30, 1906, makes no change 
in the character of the inspection of live animals and 
It merely extends 
the strictness and efficiency of the inspection to the 
preparation of all meat food products. 

Under the new law, animals are inspected before 
slaughter and their carcasses at the time of slaughter, 
as previously; then, when the carcasses are taken 
from the chill rooms, coolers or freezers, they are

As an additional safe- 
guard to the consumer, the methods, processes and 
formulas which have to do with the preparation of 
various meat food’ products, such as sausage and 
canned meats, are also subjected to examination and 
inspection.

meat extracts and all other forms of meat food prod- 


At every step, from the time the live animal is 
driven into the pens adjacent to a packing house, the 
parts of that animal which are to be used as food 


are handled, manufactured and packed under the 


trade. 


direct supervision of U. S. Government Inspectors. 
Therefore, the best, cleanest and safest meats and 
meat food products of any kind to be found in this or 
any other country are the meats and meat food 
products from the large packing houses subject to 
government inspection. 

A point of interest to the local consumer is that in 
the inspection of meat and meat food products there 
is no distinction whatever between the meat intended 
for interstate trade and that for local or intra-state 
Once a house has government inspection, all 
the details pertaining to the handling or preparation 
of absolutely all meats and meat food products in that 
house are under government inspection. There is no 
exception to that rule, it cannot be evaded. The

During the latter 
part of that year the pure food and drug act, which 
went into effect January 1, was being discounted. 
Just now the wholesale grocers are asking for more 
pure food laws. What they would like would be to 
have every state pass a pure food law, which would 
gain in consonance with the national daw, securing 
,uniformity throughout the United States. At present

For instance: 
Minnesota is illegal in Iowa. These conflicting laws 
compel wholesalers to keep separate stocks for each 
state and add greatly to their troubles without any 
corresponding advantage to the consumers. 

The wholesalers are also desirous that every state 
should now fall into line with pure food legislation. 
In some states at present local concerns are not 
troubled with any law whatever, while the Chicago 
firms, being engaged in interstate commerce, are 
held to the strict regulations of the national law. 
This places Chicago at a material disadvantage, at 


the same time exposing the inhabitants of these 
states to all manner of adulterations by local manu- 
facturers and dealers. 

The wholesale grocery trade of Chicago. does not 
extend east of Ohio, but on the westward it is bound- 
ed only by the Pacific.

efforts in the south and far southwest have brought 
large additions to the Chicago territory. 

Ask any wholesale grocer why it is that Chicago’s 
trade has attained such vast proportions, and he will 
tell you that it is due to the high quality of goods 
they sell and also to the advantage of being able to 
buy in unlimited quantities. 

Eight hundred thousand loaves of bread are now 
produced every day by the large Chicago, bakeries. 
This bread added to all the other bakery goods pro- 
duced is worth some $3,000,000. For this enormous 
production there are 1,650 so-called home bakeries 
and 23 baking companies employing each from ten 
to eighty people. The bakery workers in Chicago 
number about 3,500. Of these 750 are employed in 
the bread factories, while 2,200 work in smaller 
shops. The rest find occasional employment here 
and there in the business. Every day Chicago pro- 
duces half a million pies, that branch of the baking 
business having assumed huge proportions. There 
are now five pie bakeries of large size in Chicago and 
seven independent cracker bakeries. The capital 
invested in the larger baking plants of the city is 
estimated at $5,000,000. The field covered includes 
the larger part of Illinois, Wisconsin, Indiana and 
Missouri. 

It is due to modern machinery and other technical 
appliances that the bakery business has been rapidly 
passing from the small shops to the big factories. 
Last year one of the largest bread factories in Chicago 
manufactured over 14,000,000 loaves of bread, a 
daily output of some 45,000 loaves. It is due to the 
fact that the market for cakes, rolls, etc., is still 
ruled by the owners of the smaller bakeries that 
the majority of them have been enabled to live 
against competition of the big firms. There are 
probably but few branches of industry where within 
a short time so many changes have taken place 
and great success achieved as in the baking business, 

It takes 85,000 cows to supply Chicago with milk 
and 40,000 more cows to supply the cream. Every 
day there comes into this city about 17,000 cans of 
milk and 2,000 cans of cream, the cans containing 
8 gallons each. All this comes from 5,000 farms with- 
in a radius of 75 miles. It is worth to the farmers 
about $1,000,000 a month and it costs the people of 
Chicago, as it is peddled from door to door, about 
twice that amount. 

As large as these figures are, they do not meet 


the steadily growing demand of Chicago for milk 
and cream. Owing to the high-priced feed and 
scarcity of labor, farmers have been unable to meet 
the yearly increase of eight to ten percent which 
this city requires. Increasing prices have been the re- 
sult, but thus far they have not induced farmers to 


.add to their cows. 


It requires about 1,200 retail milkmen to peddle 
out the milk. In all, probably 2,100 men are em- 
ployed in this trade. While a number of companies 
employ many drivers and do an extensive business, 
the major portion of the milk, it is said, is handled 
by men who have a horse and a wagon and do_all 
their own work. The big firms have been highly 
successful and have built up profitable businesses 
by close attention to the excellence of their product. 

In the way of butter Chicago requires some 20,000 
to 25,000 tubs of 60 pounds each per week. This 
is worth about $400,000. The supply of butter is 
drawn from as far west as Kansas and Nebraska. 
Several houses which have devoted their efforts 
wholly to butter have reached large proportions 
and their trade shows a healthy growth from year 
to year. 

“The day is.not very distant when Chicago in the 
West will become the largest candy producer and 
the most famous candy center in the world.” This 
is what a leading Chicago confectioner says, and to 
prove it he gives some noteworthy figures, which 
show that there are in Chicago 62 establishments 
engaged ir the general manufacture of confectionery, 
with a capital invested of $3,143,130 and with a 
yearly product of $8,300,000. The trade shows a 
yearly advance of about 15%, and this has put 
Chicago ahead of Philadelphia. It is now rapidly 
approaching New York as the center of candy mak- 
ing. Much of this advance is due directly to the 
high character and business ability of the men who 
have been identified with the industry in the past 
thirty years. Many of their names are household 
words ‘throughout the west. Another reason has 
been the general adoption of machinery in candy 
making. There are now machines for the dipping 
of fine, delicate chocolates and for molding caramels 
and caramel creams in cubes, and for most of the 
other delicate operations in the making of the highest 
grades of candy.’ This has cheapened prices without 
lowering quality and has enabled manufacturers to 
produce far more than they were able to when the

Window displays have become a science and there 
dre a number of firms which confine their work 
entirely to display fixtures. These firms have pushed 
out for business throughout the west and now have 


' practically the monopoly of the entire field. 


For years, in fact almost from the very beginning 
of the industry, Chicago has held the lead in the pro- 
duction of advertising novelties. Withythe first call 
for novelties as advertising, Chicago jumped into the 
first rank, and has kept the position ever since. 
Aceording to patent records, more patents are issued 
every year to Chicago people for advertising novelties 
in proportion than to the people of any other city. 

hicago is the home of the pioneer in the advertising 
novelty line. When advertising took on the idea of 
giving away useful souvenirs as advertisements a 
Chicago concern saw a great future in this business, 
and the markets of the world were searched for the 
most available articles to be offered to the advertiser 
for distribution. It was soon found that to produce 
the best it was necessary to manufacture them, and 
that old ideas would not do. New devites and ideas

George Bernard Shaw, playwright and 
eatirist, the bane of Anthony Comstock and 
the object of rather more ministerial de~ 
nunciation thar falls to the lot of the average 
man, found a vigorous champion in Chicago 
yesterday. 

In an afternoon sermon at the Unitarian 
Memorial chapel, Fifty-seventh street and 
Woodlawn avenue, the Rev. W. Hanson Puls- 
ford, pastor of the Church of the Messiah, 
crystallized his estimate of the dramatist 
in the phrase, “ A great prophet and@preacher 
about life."’ 

* He is an indication,”’ Dr. Pulsford added, 
“of what you have heard so often of late— 
that a great religious revival is amongst us. 
I don’t mean the thoroughly melodramatic 
and theatrical reviva) that Mr. Torrey and 
company have conducted, but the thoroughly 
real revival that Mr. Shaw and a few men 
of his stamp are introduding into the workt.” 

‘Mrs. Warren's Profession,” the 
whose e was stopped by the 
York police, the minister characterized as 
“one of the three most piteouslty powerful 
Pleas for morality that ever was written.” 


Calls Shaw Real Preacher. 

“The world moves,’ Dr. Pulsford began, 
“and Berard Shaw recently preached in 
Dr. Parker’s pulpit in London. That is an 
interesting fact—and I think the most {nter- 
esting thing of all ie that in Great Britain— 
im that storehouse of venerable antiquities, a 
Congregational church—Mr. Shaw has been 
admitted to @ pulpit. 

“I suppose no one has been so conscien- 
tiously and continuously dammed by those 
who do not understand him as Mr. Shaw. He 
is absolutely unintelligible to those who are 
out of touch with realities and to many who 
are in touch with them. Andto those who are 
without that last saving grace, @ senge of 
humor, he is utterly out of reach. 

“* Mrs. Warren's Profession’ had a hard 
time in New York. They condernmed it, 
vilified it, and finally stopped it. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is one of the most piteously 
powerful pleas for morality ever written. It 
ranks with two other ‘absolutely immoral ’ 
books—Thomas Hardy’s ‘ Jude the Obscure,’ 
which they would not publish in ite entirety 
im America, and ‘ Tess of the D’ Urbervilles/ 


Author Is a Religionist. 

‘Men are demanding a different kind of 
religion nowadays. Instead of the sugared 
pip of unreal sentimentalism they are asking 
for something real. And to that kind of 
religion Mr. Shaw comes asa welcome and 
an able ally. For he has no equal that I 
know of in the gentle art of confounding 
his enemies. 

“What about what he said in his sermon? 
He said, for one thing, that most people 
are still thinking of God as an old man with 
a beard. That is exactly what I have said 
to you many times, but Mr. Shaw said it 
infinitely better than I did. 

“He said that God is not perfect. I've 
said that to you often. I’m going to say it 
more now that I've heard Mr. Shaw say it— 
only he said it so much better than I did- 

“We didn’t know, some of ua, that Ber- 
nard Shaw has a religion, but I guess it 
is the kind of religion some of us have been 
hungering for and looking for—a religion 
that doesn’t need the authority of some scrip- 
ture or some sacerdotal authority, but which 
comes from the open soul.”’

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE CASES 
IN CITY FEWER IN NUMBER. 


Steady Abatement of Epidemic Since 
New Medical Inspectors Were Set to 
Work Is Reported. 


Substantial reduction in the number of 
cases of diphtheria, measles, and scarlet 
fever reported to the health department is 
shown by the department's bulletin for last 
week. 

“ The reduction has been steady and rapid, 
dating from the week the new medical in- 
spectors were put tow .’ the bulletin says. 
“Thies work speaks for itself, and nothing 
cam be said that emphasizes the necessity of 
@ permanent medical inspection corps equal 
to the results of these fow,weeks of med- 
ical inspection of schools.’ 

Two cases of smallpox were discovered 
and sent to the isolation hospital. Both 
were infected outside of Chicago. 

During the week 707 deaths from all causes 
were reported, compared with 698 for the 
preceding week. Of these deaths 161 were 
caused by pneumonia, seventy-nine by con- 
sumption, fifty by heart disease, and forty- 

by Bright's disease. There were nine 
suicides. 


STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS; 
: FALLS ON RAILWAY TRACK. 


A. &. Cheney, Old Resident of Oak 
Park, Narrowly Escapes Being 
Mangled by Freight Train. 


A. J. Cheney, 316 North Grove avenue, Oak 
Park, was stricken with paralysis yesterday 
afternoon as he wag crossing the tracks of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, and 
Was carried off the track @ policemen— 
John’ Lawrence—just in time to avoid being 
run over by a fast freight train. 

He was taken home in @ police ambulance, 
and Dr. Leslie W. Beebe, who attended him, 
said he thought the stroke would not prove 
fatal. 

Mr. Cheney was on his way to the Chicago 
and Oak Park Blevated railway station, in- 
tending to board a train for Chicago. When 
in the middle of the tracks he suddenly stag- 
gered and fell. Policeman Lawrence saw 
him fall and at once ran to hig rescue. Mr. 
Cheney {fs one of the oldest residents of Oak 
Park. He moved to that village shortly after 
the close of the civil war, in which he served 
as major in a Wisconsin regiment.
